for the Month of May Amount 
to Almost Half a Million 
Dollars 


Edmonton building permits record 
for May will be the largest in the 
history of the city. 

The amount issued for the present 
month will be away over the $400,000 
mark and well in excess of the high- 
est previous record. Up to noon to- 
day it had totalled $415,250—an im- 
menee increase on May of last year, 
when it was only $169,825. 

It was thought in February last 
that a record to remain for some time 
had.been established when the $373,- 
000 mark had geen reached, but this 
has been far exceeded, and what the 
coming months will produce can only 
be estimated in the history of the 
past. 

In June last the high-water mark 
was $224,000, in October last $307,000 
and in February $373,000. 

Another noteworthy fact is that in 
May of 1906 there were issued 353 
permits, while in the present month 
there were 457—an increase of a hun- 
dred—thus indicating that a much 
larger number, as well as mere cost- 
ly buildings, are yearly being erected. 

Among the large permits taken out 
this month are the following:

Ottawa, May 31—Hon. Clifford Sif- 
ton returned from England today. 
Asked for his views in connection 
with the proposed fast steamship ser- 
vice on the Atlantic and Pacific he 
replied that Lord Strathcona had had 
the subject of the Atlantic scheme 
under consideration for some time. Sir 
Wilfrid was able to secure the support 
of Australia and New Zealand and 
expected before his return to Canada 
to get the co-operation of the British 
government. The idea is for a 24 or 
25 knot service across the Atlantic; 
improved railway facilities across 
Canada and an eighteen knot service 
from Vancouver to New Zealand and 
Australia and similar service from 
Vancouver to China and Japan. 

Lord Strathcona wilf control the 
financial arrangements. The project 
will be of vast benefit to co-operating 
parties, especially Canada. Every 
— between the Atlantic and the 

acific will be benefited. It would

Fernie, B.C., May 30.—There is a 
great shortage of labor through this 
district, and it has become an im- 
possibility to obtain men for outside 
work. Development work in the coal 
properties is being seriously retarded; 
the mills cannot get men for the 
bush, and the railroads are short of 
laborers. Two dollars and twenty- 
five cents is the schedule wage ‘or 
outside labor, but two and a half, and 
as high as three dollars is now- being 
paid for labor that wa, obtainable 
for two dollars before the strike.. 
G. G. 8. Lindsay, who is in the east 
at present, is trying to obtain men 
to come here, and agreeing to pay 
their fares. Fifty men, it is said, are 
being sent from Winnipeg in this way 
and will be here shortly. Spokane is 
also sending a few, but these will

AN EDMONTON MAN WAS 


ARRESTED IN CALGARY 


W. J. Belfrage, Grain Dealer of This City, Apprehended in The 
Southern City. Farmers of The Edmonton District Are 
Looking For Him to Secure Their Money Which 
He is Alleged to Have Misappropriated. 


* Charged with having converted to 
his own use and thereby having stol- 
en money of a Horse Hills farmer, 
W. J, Belfrage, a well known grain 
payer of Edmonton, was arrested at 
Calgary yesterday afternoon, and is 
being brought back to the city this 
afternoon in charge of an officer of 
the R. N. W. M. P., who went down 
to the southern city yesterday. 

The charge was preferred by Henry 
Burford, of Horse Hills, and specifi- 
cally is to the effect that the accused 
requiring him to pay over the same 
had received th esum of $140 on terms 
to the complainant, and did convert 
to his own use, and thereby did steal, 
the said sum of money. 

It is alleged that there are a num- 
ber of farmers of surrounding dis- 
triets to whom he owes considerable 
money, and it is probable that a num- 
ber of charges will be laid on his 
arrival in this city. 

Belfrage has for some years been en- 
gaged in the purchase from farmers of 
the Edmonton district of grain which 
he shipped to a Winnipeg firm, Last 
fall he secured a large quantity of 
grain part of which was loaded at 


Oliver's siding on the C. N. R. line 
between Edmonton and the Fort, 

At the time of the sale the farm- 
ers were paid 75 per cent,, and it 
is claimed the understanding was that 
they should receive the balance when 
the grain was weighed in at the Win- 
nipeg elevators, 

For some time the farmers waited 
for the remainder of their money, but 
it was not forthcoming. Becoming im- 
patient, they waited upon Mr. Bel- 
frage in Edmonton, and it is stated 
received from him cheques for several 
of the amounts they were owed, Up- 
on going to the bank, howeevesr, it 
was found there were no funds, and 
when they looked again for the’wheat 
buyer, he had leit the city. 

Meanwhile other farmers from 
Stony Plain, Coronation and sur- 
rounding districtg, come to the city, 
and there was considerable alarm on 
learning of the departure Of Belfrage. 

The matter reached a climax when 
the charge above referred to was laid 
by the Crown Prosecutor on bebalf 
of Henry Burfort, and a message wir- 
ed to Calgary to arrest the accused 
in that city.

BUFFALO HERD 
ON ITS WAYS HERE 


First Shipment of Palbo Herd 
Will Reach Strathcona 
Tonight. 


The first shipment of the buffaloes 
from the Pablo herd, recently pur- 
chased in Montana by the Canadian 
government, will arrive in Strathcona 
this evening about 6 o'clock. The 
shipment comprises 201 bulls, and ar- 
rived in Calgary this morning fror 
Missoulaoh station in Montana, Great 
difficulty was experienced by the 
herdsman in loading the bisons c° 
the train. Three animals were killed 
in the loading. 

The train will be immediately 
transferred to the C. N. R., and tak- 
en to Lamont, the nearest station to 
the Elk Island park, where the herd 
will be  inearcerated. A “shoot” 
from the railway to the park has been 
fenced, a distance of 2 1-2 miles. 

Mr. Frank Walker, M.P.P., who has 
taken an active part in securing the 
herd, left last night for Lamont ta 
eomplete the preparations for the re- 
ception of the bisons,

“My direc- 
tors in Toronto have just given me 
an additional million and a quarter 
for the purpose of doing the work, 
and the development. will be begun as 
s00n as necessary arrangements can 
be made.

“We will need about 500 additional 
men. I secured recently from this 
city about sixty men for outside work, 
What we now require is a large force 
of trained miners.”’

Day lived alone about 
five miles south of the village. When 
the officers appeared at the house and 
told their errand he opened fire with 
a revolver. The officers returned the 
tire. but Day escaped, wounded in the 
shoulder. An armed possee is seareh- 
ing for him. Officer Lewis's condi- 
tion is critical, but he is resting com- 
fortably tonight, He was very popu- 
lar and the excitement here is in-

Byracuse, N.Y., May 30.—In the 
general fusilade Day was shot twice 
by the officers, through the right 
breast and right arm. He showed 
his wounds to a neighbor before he 
disappeared into the woods toward 
Guilford. He is so badly wounded 
that it is expected that he will either 
die or have to give himself up. Day 
was under a bond to keep the peace 
for threatening to kill a neighbor, 
and his father this morning swore 
out a new peace warrant against him 
which the officers were attempting to

Indianapolis, Ind., May 30,—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt this afternoon deliver- 
ed the principal address at the cere- 
monies incident to the unveiling of 
the statue of General Lawton, which 
stands in the courthouse yard. After 
a eulogy of General Lawton and a trib- 
ute to the memory of General Law- 
ton and his men, the President said 
in part: 

Social and Industrial Problems. 

“Tf we wish to show ourselves wor- 
thy heirs of the men of the Civil War 
we must do our tasks with the thor- 
oughness with which they did theirs. 
Great social and industrial problems 
confront us, and their solution. de- 
mands on our part unfaltering cour- 
age and yet a wise good-natured self- 
restraint—so that on one hand we 
shall neither be daunted by difficul- 
ties nor fooled by those who would 
seek to persuade us that the difficul- 
ties are unsurpassible, while on the 
other hand, we are not misled into a 
demonstration of rashness.

Last Night's Meeting 


The full board was present last 
night at the special meeting of the 
Strathcona City Council, and the 
sitting Insted till almost half-past 
eleven, The greater part of the even- 
ing was taken up in discussion of the 
uuditor’s report. 

Secretary-treasurer Downes re orted 
on the money bylaws voted on by the 
citizens the pevious day. The re- 
port was adopted, 

It was agreed to accept a note for 
$400 in part renewal of note given a 
year ago by Fort Saskatchewan for 
waterworks plant, provided that the 
note was signed by the same parties 
as signed the original. 

A number of accounts submitted by 
city. physicians for treatment of a 
man at the hospital, reported to be 
suffering from delirium tremens, were 
discussed at some length. The alder- 
men took the ground that the city 
should not pay the bills, as they were 
unauthorized. There was consider- 
able discussion on the question of the 
admission of this individual, who was 
put into the hospital against the 
wishes of the matron and left there, 
although the nurses were unable to 
control him. It was agreed that the 
accounts be referred again to the hos- 
pital committee for further report. 

Mr. E. 8. Bowden Smart, who was 
present, said, in answer to a ques 
tion that he could not submit the 
hospital report to the government in 
order to obtain the government grant 


until the auditor’s report was pre- 
pared. 
At this juncture Alderman Me- 


Kenzie entered the council chamber 
bearing the long-looked for puditor’s 
statement, 

It was accompanied by a lengthy 
| letter explaining the statement and 
making suggestions for the better ad- 
ministration of the secretary-trea- 
surer’s office. 

On motion the coungil went into 
committee of the whole, with Alder- 
man McFarland in the chair, to dis- 
cuss the report, which was considered 
for over an hour and a half 

The Mayor's letter respecting the 
appointment of a police magistrate 
and a milk and meat inspector then 
came up for consideration. In this 
connections letters from Rutherford, 
| Jamieson and Mode and from J. R. 
| Lavell recommending Mr. Downes to 
the position of magistrate were read 
and referred to the city hall, market 
and police committee. 
| The question of a milk and meat in- 
spector was discussed also at con- 
siderable length, and the necessity 
| of such an officer was strongly urged 
| by a number of the aldermen.  Alder- 
man Rankin suggested that a mini- 
mum fine of $15 be made. The ques- 
tion was referred to the hospital,

EXHIBITION OF RARE LACES. 


Nothing appeals more strongly to 
the hear; of a woman than beautiful 
lace, and when the lace is not only 
beautiful but historical as well, one 
may readily understand what an_at- 
traction it would prove to those who 
were fortunate to see it. The annual 
sale of the North Bucks Lace Associn- | 
tion was held last week at Surrey 
House, London, England, under tne 
distinguished patronage of Her Royal 
Highness the Princss of Wales, Prin- 
cess Louise and the Juches of Con- 
naught, 

In order to attract a large number 
to this sale, rare old laces were placed 
on exhibition, The Princess of Wales 
loaned for this exhibit a flounce ot 
Honiton lace, which had been part 
of the dress worn by her mother, the 
Princess Mary Adelaide, at the time 
of her marriage to the Duke of Teck. 
Her Royal Highness also loaned two 
beautiful baby robes belonging to the 
royal children, a flounce of Point 
d’Alencon which belonged to Queen 
Charlotte and lappets of the period 
1774-1793. These laces are all in 
good condition and are exquisite 
samples of the schools of lace-making 
which they represent. 

A sample of Irish Point that excited 
great admiration was a fichu that be- 
longed to Queen Victoria and now 
owned by the Duchess of Connaught, 
who also loaned a specimen of Car- 
rick Macross on which Limerick de- 
signs are delicately traced, 

Mrs. Hornsby Drake exhibits some 
charming Napoleonic lace, the most 
beautiful is probably a Brussels lace 
robe worn by Marie Louise on the 
day of her marriage to Emperor 
Napoleon. Tiny wreaths worked in 
long lines are wrought in gold and 
lace stitches, and between the lines 
Napoleonic bees are wrought in gold 
into the finest Brussels hand-made 
net. Other pieces exhibited by Mrs. 
Drake are some deep flounces of 
pillow lace, given to Napoleon’s son, 
the King of Rome, by the Grand 
Duchess of Austria; also an interest- 
ing dress, with a Point d’Alencon 
train, which belonged to the Empress 
Josephine.

“OR TEN YEARS 


When Crops Were"Sown And 
When They Ripened. No 
_ More Anxiety This Year 


—— 


All anxiety about seceding time in 
the west has passed. The unseason- 
able weather of the early spring caus- 
ed uneasiness arhong many the 
new-comers. But the improvement 
in conditions during the last couple 
of weeks has b t things to nor- 
mal again. 

The following table, taken from the 
official res of the Brandon expet!- 
mental farm for the last ten years, 
gives the dates of seeding and reaping 
and indicates that carly seeding does 
pated necessarily mean an early har- 
vest:

vested in the nation, while in so fat 


interstate, it is to the same extent 
subject to federal control, under the 
clause of the Constitution granting to 
the national government power to es: 
tablish post roads and, therefore, by 
nécessary implication, power to take 
all action necessary in order to keep 
them at the highest point of efii 
ciency. 
Restraint of Railways. 

“Every federal law dealing with the 
corporations or with railroads that 
has been put on the statute books 
during the last six years has been a 
step in advance in the right direction. 
All action taken by the administra- 
tion under these and the pre-existing 
laws has been just and proper. 

“There can be no swerving from the 
course that has thus been mapped 
out in the logislation actually enact- 
ed, and in ‘messages in which I have 
asked for further legislation. We 
best serve the interests of the rail- 
wahy-men when we announce that we 
will follow out precisely this course. 
It is the course of real, of ultimate 
conservatism, There will be no halt 
in the forward movement toward a 
full development of this policy still, 
if their wishes were realized, woulc 
find that they had invited an out- 
break of the very radicalism they 
fear. Such additional legislation for 
which I have asked in the past, and 
especially that for which I asked in 
my message at the opening of last ses- 
sion of Congress, is not merely in the 
interest of public, but most emphatic- 
ally in the interest of every honest 
railway manager and of all the in. 
vestors ot would-be investors in rail- 
way securities, 


Power to Surervise. 


“There must be vested in the fed- 
eral government a full power of pro- 
vision of control over the railways do- 
ing interstate business, a power in 
many respects analogous to and as 
complete as that which the govern- 
ment exercises over national banks. 
It must possess the power to exercise 
supervision over the future issuance of 
stocks and bonds either through a na- 
tional commission—which I should 
prefer—or in some similar fashion. 
Such supervision to include the frank 
publicy of everything which would- 
be investors and the public have a 
right to know. The federal govern- 
ment will thus be able to prevent all 
over-capitalization in the future, to 
prevent any man hereafter from plun- 
dering others by loading railway 
properties with obligations and pock- 
eting the money instead of spending 
it in improvements and in legitimate 
purposes, and any man acting in’such 
fashion should be held to a criminal 
accountability. 


Use Capital Directly. 


“It should be declared contrary to 
public policy henceforth, to allow 
railroads to devote their capital to 
anything but the transportation busi- 
ness, certainly not to the haphazard 
of speculation. For the very reason 
that we desire to favor the honest 
railroad manager, we should seek to 
discourage the activities of the men 
whose only concern with the railroads 
is to manipulate their stocks. The 
business of railroad organization and 
management should be kept entirely 


distinet from investme:t o brokerage | FOR RENT—8 room, new house in 


business, especially oi the speruiative | 
type, and the credit and property of} 
the corporation should be devoted to 
the betterment of its railroads and to 
the development of the country natur- 
ally tributary to the lines. These 
principles are fundamental. Rail- 
roads should not be prohibited from 
acquiring connecting lines, by  ac- 
quiring stock or bonds or other securi- 
ties of such lines, but it is already 
well settled, as contrary to public 
policy, to allow railroads to acquire 
control over parallel and competing 
lines of transportation. 


Movement Come to Stay. 


“Bubject to first giving to the gov- 
ernment the power of supervision and 
control, which I have advocated 
above, the law should be amended so 
that railroads may be permitted and 
encouraged to make traffic agreements 
when these are in the interest of the 
gneral public, as well as of the rail- 
road = corporations making them. 
These agreements snould, of course, 
be made public in the minutest detail 
and should be devoted to securing the 
previous assent of the interstate com- 
merce commission. The movement to 
regulate railways by law has come to 
stay. The people of this country have 
made up their minds—and_ wisely 
made up their minds—to exercise a 
closer control over all kinds of pub- 
lic-servicge corporations, _ including 
railways, Every honestly’ managed 
railway will gain and not lose by the 
policy. The men more anxious to ma- 
nipulate stocks than to make the man- 
ngement of their roads efficient and 
honest, are the only ones who have 
cause to oppose it. 


Nothing Radical Desired. 


“We seek nothing revolutionary. We 
ask for such laws as in their easence 
now obtain in the staid old common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, such laws 
as now obtain in F:. land. 

“Muth is said about the inability 
of railway presidents to agree among 
themselves as to what aoe should 
be advocated and what plans followed 
in the effort to work out the prob- 
lems which now present themselves. 
In so far as the law is concerned, all 
I ask of them is a willingness to com- 
ply fully with its spirit, and a readi-

Ample, safe and rapid transportation 
facilities are even more necessary 
than cheap transportation. The prime 
need is for the investment of money 
which will provide better terminal fa- 
cilities, additional tracks, and a 
greater number of cars and locomo- 
tives, while at the same time secur- 
ing if possible better wages and short- 
er hours for the employee. There 
must be just and reasonable regula- 
tion of rates, but any arbitrary and 
unthinking movement to cut them 
down mav be eauivalent to putting 
a complete stop to the effort to pro- 
vide better transportation. 

“There can be no question aa to 
the desirability of doing away with 
rebates or any methods of favoring 
one shipper .at the expense of a com- 
petitor. 


Should Meet Obligations. 


“T emphatically believe that posi- 
tive restraint should be imposed on 
railway corporations, and that they 
should be required to meet positive 
obligations in the interest of the gen- 
eral public. I no less emphatically 
believe that in thns regulating and 
controlling the affairs of the railways 
it is necessary to recognize the need 
of an immense outlay of money from 
private sources, and the certainty that 
| this will not be met without the as- 
surance of sufficient reward to induce 
the necessary investment. 

“It is plainly inadvisable for the 
government to undertake to direct he 
physical operation of the railways, 
save in wholly exceptional cases, and 
the supervision and control it exer- 
cises should be both entirely adequate 
to secure its ends and yet no more 
harrassing than is necessary to se- 
cure these ends.”

To Editor of The Bulletin. 

Dear Sir,—I have read with interest

In the face of conduct such as this 
and in face of the fact that the Inter- 
national Heating and Lighting com- 
pany offered to, undertake boring for 
natural gas without any exclusive or 
monopolistic privileges I fail to see 
why the city council sent this fran- 
chise to the people, 

I have watched the discussion con- 
cerning the Cleveland company repre- 
sented by Eaton & Springer and be- 
lieve that their proposition is a good 
wi. As to the standing of the com- 

any and the bona fides of their 
offer we know that the council safts- 
fied themselves on that score and 
guaranteed their good faith by a de- 
posit ‘before they approved of the 
ugreement. 

In its terms the artificial franchise 
is distinct from that of the natural 
gas franchise. It is not monopolistic 
in character, but reserves to the city 
all the privileges which the city has 
a right to ask; and insures gas to the 
citizens within a definite period while 
the natural gas company may never 
deliver it. 

It cannot be doubted that the. es- 
tablishment of a large manufacturing 
plant in this city for the purpose of 
distributing to the inhabitant a ne- 
cessary commodity will. mean ‘much 
for our advancement and prosperity. 
And it,also cannot be denied that if 
on Monday next we choose rather to 
support the monopolistic franchise of 
the Northwest Gas and Oil company 
it willehave the opposite effect on our 
city’s interests,

THE OTHER SIDE 
OF THE QUESTION. 


Edmonton, May 30, 1907. 
To the Editor of the Bulletin. 

Dear Sir,--For the information of 
the citizens and the ratepayers gener- 
ally, it is deemed advisable to pre- 
sent the company’s point of view re- 
garding the franchise now being ask- 

for. As is well known, the com- 

¢ny had a franchise from the city 
which gave them three years to find 
natural gas, and failing to produce 
natural gas in that time, they have 
forfeited these privileges. The com- 
pany entered upon and continued op- 
erations until August, 1906, when, due 
to difficulties with the drilling, opera- 
tions were suspended for a time in 
order to get other men, and this, to- 
gether with the very severe winter, 
delayed the resuming of work until 
the time limit expired, and the com- 
pany was compelled to seek an exten- 
sion of the franchise. Certain altera- 
tions have been made in the plant, 
and new machinery has been install- 
ed, and drillers are under contract 
so that operations will be resumed 
shortly after an extension has been 
granted, 

It has been reasonably supposed for 
many years that natural gas existed 
in this part of the province, and the 
operations of this company to date 
have strengthened this belief to such 
an extent that they are prepared to 
expend more money to prospect for 
this great natural -product. 

As has been said before in this con- 
troversy, the discovery of natural gas 
or oil would mean much to Edmonton 
district. It would mean the addition 
of another great asset to the agricul- 
tural and coal wealth of the country 
As the result of the discovery of na- 
ural » every owner of property 
would .be benefited, not so much by 
the convenience and comfort due to 
its use of Se a vege it would neve 
on property values by proving’ that 
this locality contained natural gas 

is well known, natural gas 


e comparatively few places, so 
that the few places that have it in 
abundance have a great advantage 


over all others, The property owners 
of Edmonton cannot afford to do any- 
thing that, will delay the discovering 
of the natural assets of the country. 
The expenditures of the city are very 
large, and many shrewd investors ox- 
perienced in other progressive places 
consider some of these expenditures 
uncalled for at present. There is 
nothing that would have as powerful 
an effect on financial confidence in 
this locality as the discovering oi fur- 
ther natural wealth. The North West 
Gas and Oi! Co. have entered into an 

reement with the council under 
which they have the right for two 
years to continue drilling for natural 
gas. If gas be found they have a fit- 
teen year exclusive franchise for the 
sale of gas subject to many conditions 
of which the following is the most

that in the event of finding gas they 
be given a short period of protection 
in order, to some extent, recoup 
themselves for their outlay, and also 
that in raising money they may have 
a good workable proposition to offet 
to the capitalists. f 

The consumers are protected against 
extortion by having the company's 
affairs investigated by arbitration 
every three years. By this clause any 
reasonable person will see that the ex- 
clusiye feature has very little force, 
and, when all points are considered, 
the company has a right to some con- 
sideration and protection. There have 
m no former wells drilled’ here, 
and the discovery of the order of the 
various stratas is a matter of great 
importance. It has been said that tho 
company has spent too much money, 
and that it would cost another com- 
any less to reach the same depth. 

@ above may be a fact, but if any 
company could do it cheaper it would 
be because they had the log before 
operations, which are now public pro- 
perty, having beén furnished to the 
government. It is for this reason, 
among others, that the North West 
Gas & Oil Co. consider that they 
would be at a great disadvantage, if 
another company, having possession 
of their log, could immediately enter 
into competition if the company suc- 
ceeded in proving that gas existed. 

The main points of the agreement 
are as follows: 

1. Investigation every three years 
during exclusive period. 

2. The city to be first supplied with 
gas for municipal purposes. 

3. Bona fide manufacturers to have 
the same rate as the city. 

4, Rates 

5. No company or individual, or the 
corporatioh, are prevented from hav- 
ing their own wells. 

6. After fifteen years the field” is 
open or the city can buy, 

7.. Anyone can invest money in. the 
company to any amount, and thus 
have a share in the risks and the pro- 
fits of this undertaking. 

If this franchise is granted a fur- 
ther attempt will be made to give 
natural gas to Fdmonton. Besides, it 
is impossible to tell what other re- 
sults might be procured for the com- 
munity by the drilling of this well. 

It is to the city’s interest that the 
agreement with the North West Oil & 
Gas Co., as well as the agreement of 
the International Heating and Light- 
ing Co., should reccive the support of 
the ratepayers, as there is no good 
reason why both these companies 
should not spend their money in Ed- 
monton with benefit both direct and 
indirect to the citizens.

Each Condemned the Other. 
New York, May 30—Two prisoners 


in jail at Long Island City today de- j 


nounced each other as the murderer 
of fifteen-year-old Amelia Staffent who 
was assaulted and stabbed to death 
while gathering dandelions near her 
father’s farm in Elmhurst last week. 
The men were Henry Becker, who 
twice confessed to the crime and sub- 
sequently repudiated his confessions, 
nd Leon Graham, who was arrested 
yesterday within a mile of the scene 
of the murder, for the agsault on five- 
year-old Mamie Luck, of Corona. The 
police are not satisfied that Becker is 
mentally responsible, but believe he 
was concerned in the murder with 
which they have also sought to con- 
nect Graham. In the hope that the 
two men might recognize each other 
they were brought together in the cor- 
ridor of the jail today. Neither, how- 
ever, made any sign that he knew the 
other. The prisoners were then placed 
in separate cells and Becker admitted 
that he knew Graham and declared 
that the latter was the murderer. “He 
killed the Staffent girl,” said Becker. 
“Graham stabbed her to death, after 


I had knocked’ her down with a 
stone.” 
When Graham was subsequently 


told that Becker had conofessed to the 
murder he admitted having witnes- 
sed the crime, and said: “ft don’t 
want to go to the electric chair. I 
did not kill that girl, I saw Becker 
knock her down. Then I hid behind 
a tree while he stabbed her with the 
knife. We went to a pump and wash- 
ed our hands, but I never killed that 
girl; he did it, After we went to 
that pump we separated and I did nof 
see that fellow until a few minutes 
ago, here in the jail.” 

The police are convinced that Beck- 
er and Graham are the two men seen 
by Mrs. Willy Simonson, washing 
blood from their hands on the after- 
noon the little girl was slain. Graham 
was arraigned today on the charge of 
assaulting the Luck child and was 
held for the grand jury. The pris- 
oner said he had been attracted by 
the beauty of the little child and in- 
tended only to kiss her.
